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THE ACCIDENT INSURANCE SITUATION. 


Representatives the State Society, the San 
Francisco County Society, the State Commission 
and several insurance companies have had 
number long conferences during the last month 
and have come better understanding the 
case and tentative agreement that seems 
offer clearing up, great extent, many 
the apparent difficulties. course there will 
special cases and special problems galore, but 
they will have dealt with they come along 
and treated special cases for adjustment. 
general, the plan agreed upon all about that 
outlined suggestion the JouRNAL for Febru- 
ary and March. fundamental principles are 
about follows: signed contracts this 
work all cases are withdrawn not 
renewed when they expire. This does away with 
the objection having definitely fixed minimum 
and maximum fee for given sort work regard- 
less the income the patient. The fee schedule 
that will put out one which understood 
apply all cases accidental injury oc- 
curring persons earning capacity where 
such fees would high physician would 
ordinarily charge the patient were pay the 
bill himself. cases where special work re- 
quired, mileage, etc., special additional charges 
will paid.

The amount money 
expended the duplication effort, totally un- 
necessarily, already very great and will 
increasing amount reaching into the millions, 
time goes on. Salaries, buildings, hospitals, main- 
tenance expenses, all are doubled and the available 
material for teaching halved. Where, the 
name common sense, the use all! All 
the students both schools could handled 
better advantage one school and the saving 
that would result from consolidation would 
enormous not only dollars and cents but 
economy effort and perfected teaching. 
rumored that committees have been appointed 
both institutions for the purpose studying the 
problem and discussing the possibility amalga- 
mation; certainly hoped that this may 
true and that they may find some way 
solve the problem satisfactorily and thus put 
stop this tremendous waste. Undoubtedly there 
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are many, very many vexatious details that will 
present themselves, but when thing right 
thing do, there always way it; and 
this combination, speaking purely from the stand- 
point economic saving and bettered work, 
certainly right thing do. Furthermore, 
will have come eventually, for the trend 
present day development centralization all 
educational work the hands the state. And 
this, too, sound economic principle, for the 
citizens state are its most valuable asset and 
their proper training, education 
equipment one the most important tasks 
any community. course, the consolidation, 
many persons’ feelings will hurt; many will 
left out; many titles will taken away; there 
will fewer “professors,” etc., but that true 
every progressive change, and personal motives 
ambition, greed selfishness should not per- 
mitted stand the way what for 
the general good the community and the peo- 
ple. 


CLOSING THE HOSPITAL.

TUBERCULOUS GLANDS THE NECK; 
THEIR RELATION DISEASES 
THE NOSE AND THROAT. THE 
RADICAL OPERATION FOR THEIR RE- 
MOVAL.* 


BURT STEVENS, D., San Francisco. 


presenting the subject “tuberculous glands 
the neck,” the writer lays claim having 
discovered anything new; fact, one peruses 
the great mass literature the subject one will 
rather early come the conclusion that about 
everything that could said has been said, and 
this particularly true reference treatment. 
The ideas advanced are numerous and varied and 
the more one reads the more one becomes confused 
the best course pursue managing these 
cases. 


seems that connection with other 
surgical disease are the views regarding treatment 
more widely divergent, dependent upon the attitude 
the observer and his opportunities and advan- 
tages for studying the disease. There unanim- 
ity opinion regarding the value hygienic and 
dietetic measures, but the further treatment, all 
manner procedures are advocated, the most 
prominent which prolonged course 
“watchful expectancy.” Certain therapeutic and 
minor surgical measures appear give brilliant re- 
sults the hands one observer, while another 
obtains little benefit from like treatment 
and the groups cases from which conclusions 
are drawn range number from one several 
hundred. Radical surgery occasionally advo- 
cated but oftener mild measures are first suggested, 
followed thorough operation after 
everything else has been tried and the infection 
does not clear up. 


The purpose this paper not review this 
literature—it attempt present the salient 
points method treatment that has given uni- 
formly good results fairly large number 
cases and presented its relation diseases 
the nose and throat, because their recognized 
importance avenue through which the glands 
become involved. 

The statements made and conclusions arrived 
are based upon observations made four hundred 
and seven cases which the radical operation was 
performed, large proportion which, before 
presenting themselves us, having been treated 
means other than surgical and still larger 
number subjected one more local operations, 
e., enucleation individual glands and evacua- 
tion abscess cavities, with without the in- 
jection antiseptics.

Tuberculosis lymph glands very frequent 
manifestation tuberculous infection and 
great majority the cases, 80-90% (Fischer), the 
glands affected are the lymph nodes the neck. 
The infection occurs wide age limits—the 
oldest case practice being fifty-one and the 
youngest two years age, the latter having re- 
sisted all medical and mild surgical procedures and 
presenting the not uncommon condition gradual 
involvement other glands the vicinity those 
first affected. 


Treatment: all recognize the importance 
good hygienic surroundings and nourishing food 
the treatment these patients and realize that nature 
thus assisted, checks and times eradicates the 
disease but, even though admit that under ideal 
conditions there tendency heal spontane- 
ously, many who have seen large num- 
ber them have observed the long drawn out 
course those treated non-surgical means 
well the unsatisfactory condition those sub- 
jected incomplete local operating. 


The enlarged nodes the neck, due other 
causes, common the young, has caused 
wonder many the cases clearing bril- 
liantly under medical treatment were not other 
than tuberculous nature and prompts em- 
phasize the importance removing suspected 
gland for histologic examination and guinea pig 
inoculation—the crucial diagnostic test. 


Tuberculin treatment has not been satisfactory 
before resorting operation, the same time 
suggesting improvement surroundings but 
were unable note any improvement that could 
not well accounted for the change en- 
vironment and more suitable food. nearly every 
instance the disease progressed any rate did 
not improve and after reasonable length time 
the radical operation was resorted to. 

Keeping mind the frequency with which the 
glands become affected through the tonsils and 
adenoid tissue the roof the pharynx, has 
been our custom, provided have seen the cases 
reasonably early, remove these structures, cor- 
rect nasal disturbances, etc., and keep them under 
observation for time. Following this, they 
not show marked improvement, clear the 
neck. never wait until glands break down 
with matting together and formation abscess 
cavities and sinuses and cases where the involve- 
ment marked, caseation has occurred, 
not wait, but operate once. 

The results treatment with the X-ray have 
observed number times and mention 
condemn it. far observations have gone, 
the results have been uniformly unsatisfactory. 
the patients escape burns and sloughing there oc- 
curs deep formation connective tissue, matting 
together glands structures, 
contractures and badly distorted necks; the infec- 
tion modified but not removed and the subse- 
quent surgical procedure rendered more difficult 
and the cosmetic result less satisfactory. 
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the firm belief that the only indication for its 
use following operation patients where there 
persistent skin involvement. 


Aspiration abscesses and injection anti- 
septics, together with curettement sinuses, ordi- 
narily does not effect cure, unless the process 
limited and even then better dissect out the 
diseased tissues. 


account the occasional rapid reduction 
size abscessed gland, individuals are often 
thought improving when, matter fact, 
the abscess wall has ruptured and the fluid con- 
tents disseminated through the tissues the neck, 
large part which absorbed, and this way 
other glands affected possibly resulting 
generalized infection. 


Surgical Treatment: 1890 Christian Fenger 
devised surgical technic for the radical removal 
tuberculous glands the neck which clean 
dissection made, removing the glands and gland 
supporting fascia and respecting certain important 
structures. that time the enucleation in- 
dividual glands was the rule, but was demon- 
strated time after time that while this procedure 
occasionally resulted cure, the disease being 
very limited, there was nearly always involvement 
deep glands which could not palpated, and 
“so-called” recurrences were the rule. mat- 
ter fact, least seventy-five per cent. the 
patients presenting themselves the present time 
show evidences previous local operating; cases 
which the disease progressing. recur- 
rences, so-called, following operations, are not 
recurrences any sense—they are necks which 
the affected glands were not completely removed— 
glands left behind which the process continues. 
Our object then should clear the neck 
all tissues affected and this can ordinarily done 
with very gratifying results. 

Fortunately, the gland involvement lies within 
quite definite boundary lines, viz: the posterior 
belly the omo-hyoid below, posterior belly 
the digastric above, anterior border the trapezius 
posteriorly and the median line anteriorly; there 
are occasional exceptions this rule, but the ex- 
ceptions way interfere with the dissection 
and complete removal the affected tissues. One 
does not attempt search out individual glands, 
but avoids certain muscular, vascular and nervous 
structures, removing the glands and 
porting fascia complete and thorough dissec- 

Contra-Indications: The contra-indications 
this operation are certainly not numerous, the prin- 
cipal one being marked pulmonary involvement. 
these cases advise against 
operative procedure, but several instances, where 
both apices were involved and the process not too 
extensive, have operated with good results; 
fact, under improved hygienic surroundings 
lowing the removal this extra burden, the pa- 
tients early showed signs marked improvement. 

Abscess and sinus formation have been offered 
contra-indications, but this not accord with 
our observations, sixty per cent. our operative 
cases having had this condition present and were 
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the ones which did not respond other treat- 
ment. 


further contra-indication, involvement 
both sides the neck has been suggested, but 
mind distinctly positive indication for 
surgical interference; compared with one-sided 
involvement the dangers are simply doubled. 
has been our practice operate one side 
sitting, allowing from three four weeks elapse 
before attacking the other side, and these patients 
improve rapidly those which the disease 
limited one side. Schroeder tells that 
three occasions has performed the double opera- 
tion, but that has abandoned the practice—the 
shock too great. Age contra-indication, al- 
though the very young one would naturally 
resort hygienic and dietetic measures for time, 
hoping that the condition might improve, 
least that time could gained. 


other operative procedures, one aims 
have the patient’s general condition favorable 
possible and one would justified, providing there 
was reason think something could gained 
this direction, waiting reasonable length 
time and attempting build the individual’s 
resistance. 

Technic: description the procedure briefly 
stated follows: 


The usual general preparation followed out and 
the patient’s neck, shoulder and area above and 
back the ear shaved. The field having been 
cleansed, the patient anesthetized—ether being 
the anesthetic choice—a sand bag air cushion 
placed beneath the shoulders and the head allowed 
swing freely. The head now flexed and 
rotated the opposite side, the anesthetist sup- 
porting and maintaining this position, the im- 
portance which cannot overestimated 
keeps the structures the stretch, and allows 
much better exposition the field. 

posteriorly convex incision now made, ex- 
tending from point behind the tip the mastoid 
process, along the hairy border and anterior border 
the trapezius muscle, crossing the clavicular 
head the sterno-cleido-mastoid muscle, point 
one inch below the sterno-clavicular articulation 
the same side. The incision first extends through 
skin, superficial fascia and platysma muscle, and 
exposes the external jugular vein, which cut 
between artery forceps and the ends 
terior and posterior flaps are now dissected, the 
upper portion the external jugular vein remain- 
ing attached the anterior flap, these 
tracted, and the whole posterior border the 
sterno-cleido-mastoid well the anterior border 
the trapezius muscle exposed. 

Our next step locate the spinal accessory 
nerve, emerges from beneath the sterno-cleido- 
mastoid muscle, passing downward and backward 
the posterior triangle, reach the trapezius. The 
nerve usually leaves the muscle point from 
three-fourths one inch above 
cervical plexus, and may located pinching 
the tissues with antomical forceps. 
nerve pinched, contraction the trapezius 
muscle with elevation the shoulder observed. 
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This nerve now freed and temporary ligature 
looped about used retractor. The 
preservation the nerve often adds the difficulty 
and time consumed the operation, but 
worth while, thus avoid drooping the 
shoulder. 


attention paid the superficial sensory 
cervical nerves, they are entirely sensory, and, fol- 
lowing their division, the patient notes only loss 
sensation the area—a not altogether un- 
pleasant condition. attempt made dis- 
sect and free them, adds much the length 
the operation, and besides they may later become 
involved scar tissue, causing much pain. The 
loss sensation caused their division usually 
returns from six eight weeks. 


The sterno-cleido-mastoid muscle now freed 
along its posterior border and retracted forward, 
exposing the internal jugular vein, which 
seen filling and emptying with each respiration, 
unless the vein happens collapsed, which con- 
dition rather frequent and due the pressure 
gland mass above. carotid vessels are 
also exposed but not extensively. this stage 
Fenger and Schroeder originally placed 
sional ligature around the internal jugular its 
lower portion, fearing injury the vein and air 
embolism and also prevent the respiratory wave 
which times annoying. irreparable injury 
the vein occurred, the provisional ligature be- 
came permanent one, the vein ligated above and 
the intervening section removed. This precaution 
has been abandoned late years, untoward 
effects have been noted following the aspiration 
small amount air and the vein injured 
nearly always repaired and preserved. Ligating 
both the internal and external jugular veins the 
one side has never produced unfavorable symptoms, 
however, and one need not hesitate tie off and 
remove section the internal jugular has 
been injured and cannot satisfactorily repaired. 


next locate the posterior belly the omo- 
hyoid and the removal the glands begun, work- 
ing from below upward. When possible this 
accomplished blunt dissection, but frequently, 
account periadenitis, one has resort 
the knife scissors. sharp hook retractor 
placed beneath the border of, the sterno-cleido-mas- 
toid posteriorly and the muscle retracted and ro- 
tated forward, thus freely exposing the internal 
jugular and glands lying along and possibly at- 
tached to, its wall. These glands may found 
top beneath the vein and times com- 
pletely surround it, rendering their removal diffi- 
cult and tedious account bleeding resulting 
from injury the vein its branches. The 
phrenic nerve lying the scalenus anticus muscle, 
seen shining through the deep fascia and 
carefully preserved. The spinal accessory nerve 
retracted, care being taken avoid too great 
traction the temporary ligature, and the dissec- 
tion carried the apex the posterior triangle, 
all affected tissues down the fascia covering the 
deep muscle being removed. The sterno-cleido- 
mastoid forcibly retracted forward its upper 
portion and the search beneath continued 


far the posterior belly the digastric muscle, 
above which affected glands are rarely found. 
next remove the tuberculous glands which lie on, 
are buried in, parotid gland tissue, below pos- 
terior the ear, and sometimes becomes neces- 
sary remove portions parotid tissue. 
here that are likely injure fibers the facial 
nerve, avoid which dissect parallel its 


fibers and carry out blunt dissection 
sible. 


Before leaving the post-sterno-cleido-mastoid re- 
gion, the pocket beneath the trapezius muscle and 
the supra-clavicular fossa are inspected and involved 
glands removed. the latter region one must 
keep mind the subclavian vessels, nerves the 
brachial plexus and cervical reflection the pleura 
and avoid injury far 


The sterno-cleido-mastoid now freed along its 
anterior border and the muscle liberated from ori- 
gin insertion order give complete expo- 
sition the deep recesses. Between the sternal and 
clavicular heads, the muscle fibers are separated 
longitudinally for short distance, exposing the 
omo-hyoid, immediately beneath which the inter- 
nal jugular vein. This again gives our lower 
landmark, and, having retracted the sterno-cleido- 
mastoid backward, commence our dissection an- 
teriorly, following along the deep vessels the 
posterior belly the digastric. may this 
time attack the parotid region dissection from 
behind was difficult incomplete, following which, 
towards the median line, removing involved 
glands lying within the submaxillary salivary, 
the submental region between the anterior bellies 
the digastric muscle. 


order better expose the field and success- 
fully carry out the dissection the extreme upper 
parotid region, may become necessary sever 
transversely, one-fourth one-half the sterno- 
cleido-mastoid fibers attached the mastoid process, 
repairing with one two mattress sutures the 
close the operation. have never found 
necessary divide the muscle completely, neither 
has been nécessary resort additional skin 
incisions where the submental glands were involved. 

word regarding the handling abscesses and 
intact gland capsules containing caseous material— 
when possible, they are dissected out without rup- 
turing, but this occurs, the field protected, 
purulent caseous contents evacuated, the cavi- 
ties packed with gauze and the mass dissected out. 

The treatment existing sinuses also requires 
consideration—if they are located 
our incision they are encircled and removed, the 
elasticity overcoming the tissue loss; anterior 
our incision, best excise the skin defect 
elliptical incision, going sufficiently wide ob- 
tain healthy skin, and close with fine suture; 
located the lower portion the field, excise 
but not close, utilizing the opening for drainage 
purposes. 

Our dissection completed, over the ground 
thoroughly avoid the possibility allowing af- 
fected glands escape; bleeding vessels are caught 
and ligated with fine catgut and the whole opera- 
tive field thoroughly swabbed with tincture 
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iodine irrigated with sterile water, dried, and 
solution iodoform ether dashed over it. 
The head rotated the median line and the 
the wound begun. 


ordinarily use interrupted silkworm-gut 
closing, but the skinclips, horsehair, con- 
tinuous silkworm-gut subcutaneous catgut may 
employed. 


Owing the extensive surface denuded and 
numerous vessels severed, there always con- 
siderable amount bloody serum formed during 
the first thirty-six hours, consequently drainage 
provided. One may drain the lower end 
original wound, passing small rubber tube 
between the separated heads the sterno-cleido- 
mastoid muscle, or, frequently do, establish 
independent drainage wound the supra-clavi- 
cular fossa, closing the original operative wound 
completely. 


Results. considering the results treatment, 
have confined myself those cases which 
absolute diagnosis was made and reference 
made number cases treated expectantly, 
which were unable demonstrate tubercu- 
lous lesion. Many cases cervical adenitis are 
subjected “snap diagnosis” tuberculosis, 
when matter fact, the trouble caused 
other organisms, and this type case, without 
doubt, frequently adorns the literature included 
reports cures following removal tonsils and 
adenoids the administration tuberculins and 
other medicinal substances. 

the four hundred and seven individuals sub- 
jected the radical operation, seventy-five per cent. 
only could traced, but the figures given are prob- 
ably fair index the whole, inasmuch they 
were way selected. 

There were seven per cent. recurrences, so-called, 
undoubtedly due largely incomplete removal 
the affected structures inasmuch they occurred 
mostly cases operated early practice and 
localities where one first somewhat timid, viz., 
the region the parotid and submaxillary sali- 
vary glands and beneath the clavicle. 

The immediate mortality, covering the first one 
and one-half years following operation, has been 
about two per cent., the causes death being 
follows 

Case Operated Cook County Hospital, 
Chicago. The patient had been subjected sev- 
eral previous operations and the neck was mass 
scar tissue. The thoracic duct was injured and 
ligated the neck; the patient went into rapid 
decline and died inanition. 

Case II. Died two weeks following operation— 
general miliary tuberculosis. 

Case III. Pulmonary tuberculosis, the end 
the first year. 

Case IV. Pulmonary tuberculosis, one and one- 
half years following operation. 

Case streptococcus infection, 
four weeks later. 

Case VI. the first post-operative week— 
lobar pneumonia. 

Case VII. operating table, due 
crushing injury the pneumogastric nerve. 
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Case VIII. Died operating table from shock. 
Mistaken diagnosis emaciated girl, ten years 
age. Section showed the growth endo- 
thelioma. 

Case IX. Gland removed for diagnostic pur- 
poses—died five weeks later tuberculous 
meningitis. 

Conclusions. attention the nose 
and throat and the ruling out skin lesions the 
areas from which the cervical glands receive drain- 
age, individuals presenting cervical adenitis which 
shows early signs clearing up, should have 
gland removed under local anesthesia and given 
the benefit microscopic diagnosis. 

diagnosis tuberculosis has been 
established, young individuals especially should have 
the advantage good hygienic surroundings and 
proper food when possible and kept under observa- 
tion for time, but one should not wait until the 
glands break down with the formation abscesses 
and establishment before resorting 
thorough operation. 

repeated operation enucleating 
dividual glands, well aspirating and injecting 
cavities, not only disfigures the neck, but allows the 
disease progress recently involved glands, par- 
ticularly the deep ones which are unable pal- 
pate. There also the danger penetrating 
large blood vessel and forcing infectious material 
into the circulation. 

IV.—The X-ray has place the treatment 
this condition unless the very rare cases 
with persistent tuberculosis the skin, following 
operation. 

V.—The line incision suggested permits ac- 
cess all recesses necessary and the scar, following 
the hairy border, covered the upper portion 
the hair and the lower the clothing, shows 
but little and not unsightly one placed fur- 
ther forward. 

VI.—The non-surgical treatment means 
longed treatment, extending over months years, 
during which time local trauma generally 
lowered resistance may cause sudden activity with 
great destruction tissue and widespread infection. 

VII.—This type tuberculous infection ren- 
dered particularly favorable, owing the fact that 
can ordinarily completely removed, and the 
present time the radical operation far the 
best method treatment have offer the 
patient. 


THE PSYCHOLOGICAL STUDY MEN- 
TALLY DEFECTIVE AND OTHERWISE 
EXCEPTIONAL CHILDREN.

ancient times the feeble-minded, like the in- 
sane, were objects derision, cruelty 
cution and were often summarily disposed of. 

later period, especially during the Middle 
Ages, these unfortunates were treated with less 
severity and became many instances the “fools 
some, these 
idiots and imbeciles were regarded with supersti- 
tious respect and said that the great astronomer 
Tycho Brahe, listened with reverence the mean- 
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ingless chatter fool who had become con- 
stant companion his observatory. 


this incident are reminded the fact that 
the German psychologist Freud, who just now 
occupying the center the psychological stage, 
would have believe that the ravings the 
maniac are all significance could but read 
aright the workings his disordered sub-conscious 
mind, and can not but wonder whether Tycho 
Brahe and Freud are not entitled about the 
same amount respect this particular connec- 
tion. 


the period the Renaissance the public atti- 
tude toward the fool again became one cruelty 
and derision. scientific study mental de- 
fectiveness traces its indirect origin the early 
writings Rousseau, and Pestolozzi and Froebel 
who became the founders modern child study. 
Somewhat later the early fathers physical educa- 
tion, especially Basedow 1774, Salzmann, 
1784, and Peter Ling 1776, still further de- 
veloped the scientific study childhood. All 
this early work, dating back particularly the 
slowly from the study the normal that 
the sub-normal child. 


About the year 1800 wild boy was discovered 
the woods Aveyron France and brought 
Dr. Itard, Physician the School for Deaf 
Mutes Paris. 1801 Dr. Itard published some 
accounts his study this boy’s intellect, 
which attempted discuss whether ideas are 
innate, only abstracts from experience. This 
was probably the first scientific study ever made 
defective intellect. 

Edward Seguin, another French physician, be- 
came greatly impressed with Itard’s studies that 
1837 “founded school Paris for the 
education idiots, the first school founded for 
this purpose the world.” 

The scientific study the mentally deficient 
child dates then from period only little over 
seventy-five years ago. 

1834 have seen, Seguin began the study 
few idiot children, and this work after- 
wards developed large scale the Bicétre 
Hospital, Paris. about the same time that 
Seguin began his serious study and training 
defectives Bicétre, Dr. Salgert Berlin and 
Dr. Guggenbuhl Switzerland undertook some- 
what similar line study. 

England the serious study feeble-minded- 
ness seems date from about 1843, and 1848 
Park House, Highgate, first undertook the treat- 
ment and training the defective. 

America school for defectives was 
opened 1848, when the Legislature Massa- 
chusetts appropriated small sum for this specific 
purpose. 

Soon after the establishment this school Dr. 
Wilbur opened private school for similar 
purposes Barre, Mass. State schools were es- 
tablished New York (1851), Pennsylvania 
(1853), Ohio (1854), Connecticut, Ken- 
tucky and Illinois between 1855 and 

After 1865 the increase state schools for de- 
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fectives was rather rapid and 1908 there were 
thirty-one such institutions, accommodating some- 
thing over 18,000 cases. From cursory survey 
the early history the study and training de- 
fectives, may now pass consideration 
some the most recent developments connec- 
tion with the study this class sub-normals. 


mental diagnosis the same time prog- 
nosis. Every physician much experience occa- 
sionally called upon anxious parents express 
opinions concerning the mental state certain chil- 
dren, and upon such opinions often based the 
entire future training the child. 


Until recently neither psychologists 
cians have had any very definite means for esti- 
mating the mental capacity either children 
adults, and diagnosis was therefore usually inac- 
curate and often misleading. 


Various classifications the mentally deficient 
have long been use, but these have never given 
much evidence concerning intellectual potentiality, 
and have therefore been relatively little value 
establishing prognosis. Since 1905, however, 
when Binet and Simon, two French psychologists, 
published their first intelligence scale, means have 
been hand for the successful classification 
mental capacity, and there present therefore 
longer any excuse for failure so. The 
physician who to-day ignorant these relatively 
simple psychological tests much the same posi- 
tion one who unacquainted with the Wasser- 
mann reaction anti-typhoid vaccination. 

Every progressive physician should least know 
that such tests are available and what kinds 
cases they are likely prove value. The men- 
tal measuring scale with which this paper deals 
has come familiarly known the Binet test 
scale. 1908 Binet revised his tests, and 
1911, short time before his death, still fur- 
ther improved them. 

Since 1911 other psychologists various parts 
the world, but particularly America, have 
offered suggestions based upon careful experimenta- 
tion for increasing the accuracy the tests, and 
among these experimenters some the most im- 
portant changes have been introduced Dr. 
Goddard Vineland, J.; Dr. Kuhlman 
Faribault, Minn.; Dr. Huey Johns Hopkins, 
and Dr. Terman Stanford University. Dr. 
Terman has remarked that “it something 
mystery why the scale method the application 
mental tests should not have come into general 
use long ago. For twenty years numerous experi- 
menters applied tests covering almost every type 
mental function, and certain correlations were 
crudely attempted and interesting suggestions were 

made, but all will admit that for the most part 
these tests were fruitless. 

Then came Binet with his simple device ar- 
ranging the tests series groups according 
their difficulty determined age differences 
performance. His data were very limited ex- 
tent and rather carelessly elaborated, but the ad- 
vantages this procedure are every day becoming 
more apparent and are rapidly making possible 
clinical child study. 
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the same time must admitted that the 
scale far from accurate and that improvable 
many points. 

Before explaining some detail the nature and 
application the Binet scale for measuring in- 
telligence, may some interest consider 
some the older common classifications mental 
deficiencies. First all, there has been the 
past general agreement the meaning 
terms applied mental deficiency. Idiot, im- 
becile, feeble-minded, fool, have all been used 
almost synonymous terms. Other common terms 
used the general classification so-called im- 
becility are those Ireland, viz.: 

Mongolian; Cretin; Hydrocepha- 
lic; Spastic. All these types belong the de- 
velopmental group mental deficiency. 

Among the acquired types find-the following: 
Eclamptic; Epileptic; Inflammatory; Syphilitic; 
Amaurotic; Traumatic; Hypertrophic. var- 
ious expressions are mainly use merely for pur- 
poses clinical grouping, and even this respect 
are ill-defined and somewhat misleading. 

Dr. Still remarks, classify imbecile 
microcephalic merely describe the ap- 
pearance the patient; tells nothing 
etiology pathology, for there are many different 
causes which may lead this arrest growth 
the brain and even the gross changes are 
means always the same the brain the 
microcephalic idiot. some cases the arrest 
development affects the whole brain uniformly, 
other cases the arrest seems affect only cer- 
tain parts. Sometimes spite the small size 
the head, hydrocephalus has been found the 
microcephalic brain.” 

What needed therefore are some terms which 
express definitely the mental status individual 
aside from either the pathology etiology 
the case. 

This what Binet has succeeded accomplish- 
ing, and his classification expresses mental capacity 
fairly definitely terms the normal individual 
given age. 

For example, Cretin may, the instance 
one recently examined, have actual age 
years, while the mental intellectual age 
only that normal three-year-old child. 
may discover 16-year-old school boy normal 
general appearance who retarded several years 
school, and whose mentality only that 
fairly normal boy eight years. 

Binet therefore measures mental deficiency 
the one hand precosity terms 
normality. individual whose mental age 
does not exceed two years Idiot; one whose 
mental age does not exceed seven Imbecile; 
one whose mental age does not exceed twelve 
years Feeble-minded, what Goddard calls 
Moron. precocious child five years the 
other hand may have mental age indicated 
the Binet tests, seven years. 


PURPOSES THE TEST. 


The Binet tests furnish not only 
diagnosis but coincidently give reasonably exact 
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prognosis. What most wish know about 
given case mental deficiency is, first, what 
degree deficiency present; second, how much 
further development may expected; third, what 
sort education, any, will the child profit 
from; fourth, the case one for custodial care 
will possible for the child take his place 
the world more less independent citizen; 
fifth, has the child any criminal tendencies; sixth, 
are there any other abnormal tendencies which 
might make the child menace society. 

The Binet scale offers much information 
these points. does not always give exact results, 
true, but does furnish data from which 
may draw more satisfactory conclusions than 
from any other method ever developed the field 
psychology. 

Many Moron present unrecognized 
such. school perhaps regarded merely 
rather dull exceptional certain traits; 
life failure nearly everything under- 
takes, although the real cause frequently un- 
recognized. 

Such child passes out into life with the 
physical strength and many the natural instincts 
adult normal individual, but with few 
none the normal powers inhibition. 
she therefore easily falls victim criminality, 
prostitution, illegitimacy, pauperism, alcoholism, 
morphinism, some other the various mani- 
festations degeneracy. quite incapable 
successful competition the world and 
almost invariably fails success what at- 
tempts. Our juvenile courts furnish least 25% 
mental defectives; our penitentiaries appear 
furnish nearly 50%, and the vagabonds, paupers, 
prostitutes and riff-raff life general add their 
quota the Moron and other defective types 
mentality. 

NATURE THE TESTS. 

The original Binet tests consist series 
questions and directions based upon study 
large number normal children from three 
thirteen years age. More recent developments 
the system have extended the scale down in- 
fants one year and upwards young adults 
fifteen. 

These questions and directions are not haphazard 
but were first thoroughly tested out large 
number normal French children and later ap- 
plied large numbers English and American 
children. the main the results with the tests 
used various psychologists different parts 
the world are remarkably uniform. cannot 
said therefore that the tests are any longer 
the experimental stage, except matters some 
details which not greatly affect general results. 

average normal child three years will 
point his nose, eyes, mouth, ears, when asked 
so. will repeat two numerals; will 
enumerate the principal objects picture; will 
give his name; will repeat simple sentence 
five words. 

five years, average child will copy 
square correctly; will repeat sentence eight 
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ten words; will successfully compare the weights 
two objects equal size but varying nine 
grams weight; will count least four 
familiar objects, such pennies, correctly; will 
put together card which has been cut into two 
triangles, form oblong card like one 
placed uncut before him. 


child six knows whether morning 
afternoon; will define fork, table, chair, 
house, terms use; will copy diamond 
figure when placed before him; will count thir- 
teen familiar objects, such marbles; will 
recognize the difference between pretty and ugly 
faces picture given him test his esthetic 
sense. 


eight years age.a normal child will state 
difference between paper and cloth, wood and 
glass, and other perfectly familiar objects; 
will count backwards from twenty zero; 
will recognize that certain features are omitted 
the eye one picture, the nose another, the 
mouth another, the arms another; will 
repeat five numerals; will repeat the days the 
week and tell what day when being 
examined. 

ten years the normal child will successfully 
arrange order five weights the same size 
(usually small cubes), but weighing 12, 
grams, respectively; will copy two rather diffi- 
cult figures from memory; will recognize ab- 
surdities silly story; will put three given 
words sentence his own making; will 
reason about incidents related him; for example, 
what would you you broke something which 
did not belong you? will arrange the parts 
simple puzzle picture correctly, will fit 
pieces such squares, circles, crosses, 
etc., into their proper places form-board. 

normal child twelve years will repeat 
seven numerals; tell what words rhyme with oth- 
ers, such dog, tree, book, etc.; will repeat 
sentence twenty-four syllables; will complete 
the meaning incomplete sentence diverse 
facts; will resist suggestions respect length 
lines placed before him and correctly estimate 
length lines relation each other. 

fifteen the child will distinguish the meaning 
between abstract terms, such laziness and idle- 
ness, happiness and honor, poverty and misery, 
pride and pretension; will summarize from 
memory rather long passage after has been 
read him; will tell the time without looking 
the watch when told that 2:45 and 
the hands must interchanged. 

These are few the many tests included 
the Binet scale and its revisions various 
psychologists. 

estimating child’s age given the age 
for which passes all the tests, and this are 
added one-fifth year for each additional test passed 
higher age period. 

Failure several tests are very little conse- 
quence because the number tests given. The 
intention the tests estimate intelligence 
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and judgment, and therefore education supposed 
have little with the matter. matter 
fact the tests are arranged primarily for school 
children, and education and information enter 
somewhat into them, but the end these unde- 
sirable features will doubt eliminated. 


APPLICATION THE TESTS. 


The Binet scale although originating France 
has been considerably modified number 
psychologists different parts the world. 
practical use has been employed not only 
clinical psychologists but good many teachers 
and physicians. the hands certain intelligent 
teachers has served help the solution 
many the problems school retardation; 
the hands certain medical men has served 
aid the diagnosis many cases mental 
peculiarity which would otherwise have been left 
either undiagnosed very imperfectly 
the study juvenile delinquency, especially 
connection with juvenile courts, has solved many 
problems which would otherwise have remained 
little understood, understood all. 


The army and navy have made beginning 
the use the tests means estimating the 
intelligence and judgment enlisting men. 


Certain penal institutions, notably Jeffersonville, 
and St. Cloud, Minn., used the tests 
estimate the amount mental deficiency present 
among their inmates. 


Chicago has to-day the best Psychopathic Clinic 
the world connection with Juvenile Court. 
This under the able management Dr. Wm. 
Healy, medico-psychologist. 


has been suggested Dr. Huey that the 
tests may profitably used the employers 
men occupying responsible positions where emer- 
gencies may any time encountered, and that 
this way, the time re-action, judgment, general 
intelligence and mental stability men entrusted 
with important work involving the lives others 
may estimated. 

the Pediatric Clinic Stanford University, 
the tests are being used connection with the 
physical examination children who come from 
the Associated Charities, the end that defective 
otherwise mentally peculiar children may 
recognized and therefore intelligently understood 
and properly cared for. 

The tests are also used this clinic whenever 
any the routine cases the general clinic sug- 
gest the desirability for careful mental examina- 
tion, Advice parents respect education 
training this way often possible 
degree exactness, otherwise quite impossible. 

public and private institutions for defectives 
rapidly coming into use routine procedure 
the classifications degrees defectiveness, 
and to-day the school for defectives which has 
provision for laboratory clinical psychology 
does not deserve the full respect the public. 
the public schools, laboratories for child study 
departments clinical psvchology are becom- 
ing rather common and all them the Binet 
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scale holds important place the daily routine 
child study. 

other methods have ever served suc- 
cessfully classify the mental capacities school 
‘The exceptional school child may now 
intelligently understood, and therefore 
properly trained. ‘The precocious school child may 
hope receive the attention has long de- 
served. word, the defective, the dull, the 
misfit, the precocious, may now properly classi- 
fied and the school program fitted his particular 
needs, procedure which will far toward plac- 
ing our public schools rational educational 
basis, which one who knows schools has much 
reason believe has yet been done. 

New York City, Grand Rapids, Mich., Hib- 
bing, Minn., Los Angeles, Long Beach, Chicago, 
Cleveland, Seattle, and Minneapolis are among 
the cities maintaining laboratories clinical psy- 
chology connection with their public schools. 

The intelligence tests should used not only 
grade degrees deficiency but also degrees 
superiority the exceptionally 
bright pupils recognize both pathological and 
normal cases. Dr. Groszman has well said, 
“The latter class exhibits merely more rapid 
rhythm the rate physical and mental develop- 
ment, and the children belonging this class are 
otherwise perfectly balanced and sound. long 
the equilibrium mental and physical growth 
maintained, children this type can safely 
allowed school training, after their 
own individual fashion and rate.” 

The Binet tests therefore serve classify both 
the bright and defective school children, and from 
the data secured logical methods instruction 
may put into effect, which full justice 
both these types, well the average child. 

Our school system present arranged for 
the children some the people instead 
for all the children all the people, but 
the Binet scale ought far toward bringing 
about the proper classification and school adjust- 
ment all the school children. 

word caution needed guard the inex- 
perienced against supposing: Ist, that the Binet 
scale perfectly reliable method for estimating 
intelligence terms age levels, and 2nd, that 
can used the exclusion common sense 
methods observation other well known 
psychological methods. The trained psychologist 
will use the Binet scale merely aid many 
other methods testing intelligence. 
experienced physician teacher will use largely 
aid general observation combined with 
physical pedagogical methods. 

Psychologists the main regard the use the 
Binet scale the part any except trained 
psychologists, with fine contempt, 
grant scant, any, recognition the results ob- 
tained. From rather extended opportunity for 
observation can only reply such that the 
proof the pudding the eating, and that 
the hands certain teachers and physicians, even 
when these persons have not received extensive 
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training exact psychological methods, have 
seen excellent results obtained. Nor can refrain 
from the remark that many psychologists are ex- 
tremely likely magnify the importance their 
particular sort and the same time 
minimize that the scientifically trained physician. 
own opinion that some teachers and many 
physicians can make excellent use the Binet 
tests their respective lines work and that 
they should encouraged so. 
should obtain some preliminary training some 
such places the University Pennsylvania with 
Dr. Witmer; Vineland, New Jersey, with Dr. 
Goddard; Faribault, Minnesota, with Dr. Kuhl- 
man; Lincoln, Illinois, with Dr. Clara Town, 
Stanford University with Dr. Terman. This 
training need not necessarily exceed few weeks. 
Dr. Goddard Vineland has for some years 
maintained such course for Physicians 
scientific training, natural aptitude with children 
and some experience neurology, psychiatry and 
pedriatrics, may rather easily begin this line 
work without much additional training, although 
them, also, few weeks spent any the 
institutions named will naturally great serv- 
ice. For the physician teacher absolutely exact 
results this work are not necessary and 
doubtful even the psychologists often obtain 

What. the physician and teacher really want 
know the general mental status given case. 

makes little practical difference whether 
child actually seven nine years old men- 
tally. What does make difference whether 
the child educatable non-educatable; what 
degree educatable; whether retarded 
permanently temporarily; whether low, 
medium high the intellectual scale, and these 
questions may often solved use the Binet 
scale combined with liberal use common sense 
methods observation. scale also gives evi- 
dence particular aptitudes deficiencies, and 
this the greatest importance laying out 
course advice education for the child. 


THE THERAPY TYPHOID FEVER— 
CRITICAL REVIEW. 
By E. O. JELLINEK, M. D. San Francisco. 

spite the advance the treatment 
morbid conditions, brought about the steadily 
growing knowledge sero and 
chemotherapy, find ourselves still confronted 
with the painful fact that for the vast majority 
diseases have specific treatment. Even 
the most optimistic disciple science, when 
reflects upon the problem solved, will realize 
that the whole question the specific serum, vac- 
cine, chemotherapy the various infections, 
still its infancy, and that may take the efforts 
generations win supremacy over the world 
micro-organisms with their unlimited power 


proliferation. 


Although, far fever concerned, 
hygienic measures, and perhaps still more than 
these, the immunizing with typhoid vaccines, have 
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actually minimized the possibility the spreading 
this much feared epidemic, yet, the hopes raised 
upon the curative value typhoid vaccines and 
other serological measures have far least 
been unsatisfactory. 


But before these problems are solved—in other 
words, before are able attack this enemy 
with active measures, have fall back 
the second possibility the only one left 
the fight, namely: support the resisting powers 
the tissues the hope exhausting the enemy, 
they are able supply autogenic anti-bodies, 
which are essential for preservation life 
against the rapidly multiplying intruders. This 
point view has recognized way 
for many years, and routine 
prevailed for more than three generations, and 
take care the ulcerated conditions 
the intestines admitting food the shape 
the least irritant character, namely, milk and 
albumen water, and these small quantities; 
give the intestines the least possible work and 
irritation. disinfect the intestinal tract the 
hope killing the typhoid germ administering 
calomel. decrease the temperature cold 
baths degrees down 60, and the same 
time supplementing these cold baths with fric- 
tion while the tub increase the circulation 
and doing so, raise the tonus the tissues 
and strengthen the heart and consequently arouse 
the patient from his delirium. 


The intention this paper submit the 
general adoption this regime treatment 
critical consideration, with reference modifi- 
cation the so-called routine treatment, which 
practice, the latter being based the experience 
more than 250 cases. 

Before discussing the main subject, and without 
any intention dwelling upon the prevention 
the disease question, which not the purpose 
this essay, feel duty bound mention the 
preventive vaccine which, according our gov- 
ernment unquestionable. value. 
Commenting upon the treatment which prac- 
tice, few words general hygienic routine 
might not out place. 


Whenever the diagnosis typhoid fever 
established, even suspicion such infec- 
tion exists, hygienic measures have enforced. 

The patient ought moved up-to-date 
hospital, where every convenience modern treat- 
ment can applied. for one the other rea- 
son the hospital treatment should not 
missible, the choice room should one that 
large and permits ventilation day 
and night, without exposing the patient draft. 
The temperature the room should 
degrees, and only the patient has exposed 
for the baths, for instance, should the 
heated 68, but surely not over degrees. 
The bed should set such way that 
easily accessible from both sides, and 
narrow bed has certainly the preference over the 
wider ones, for the easier handling the patient. 

The importance the hvgiene mouth 
and throat obvious. The falline out the hair 
mostly due poor nursing. There harm 
cutting the hair male patient, for makes 
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more favorable conditions for attending the scalp. 
Daily shampoos with green soap prove the 
greatest benefit. The custom cutting woman’s 
hair for treating the scalp prevent the falling 
out the hair, is, opinion, unpardonable. 
The scalp woman can most properly taken 
care rubbing with alcohol daily and with 
green soap once twice week, comb and 
brush used morning and evening and the hair 
braided the right and left. 


sheet and one blanket are quite sufficient 
covers and additional covering and hot bags should 
used only case chill which might 
due the infection itself 
frequently are caused exposing the patient with 
temperature 104 105 degrees, for the pur- 
pose sponging, taking rectal temperature, using 
the bed pan, giving enemata. All these pro- 
cedures ought performed under the covers 
the patient. the rectum the patient 
greatly taxed taking regular temperature 
every four hours, and enemata once twice 
day (nearly all patients, properly fed, are 
constipated, and require enemata), there must 
extreme care taken irritate the rectum little 
possible.

There tradition that lived for generations, 
namely, “Starve fever and nurse cold.” This 
attributed physician, and unfortunately 
this regime has been and still is, carried out. 
believe that the man who was responsible for this 
which gave the world good faith, 
has caused the deaths more victims than the 
powder and lead modern warfare. Reasonable 
common sense that can expected from the 
professional man must make clear any think- 
ing brain, that increase heat means 
crease combustion, and fuel not supplied 
from the outside for this combustion, must 
taken from the inside—that means from the 
tissues. Now, the fever expected run 
from three six weeks, common typhoid 
fever, and the food supply from the outside set 
the minimum, the supply from the inside fue! 
must taxed maximum make for the 
deficiency the outside supply. The consequence 
the loss tissue and this loss tissue amounts 
pounds the individual’s body weight 
this starving-the-fever regime. This loss 
weight seems very serious matter from 
several points view and worthy very earnest 
consideration. 


this loss weight would due the 
combustion surplus accumulated fat only, 
nothing better could wished for, 
would relieve the heart nourishing many 
pounds surplus fat many times minute, 
but unfortunately the tissues the same time are 
contributing their carbohydrate and nitrogen, and 
all organs contribute their share. The most im- 
portant all being the heart, will easily 
understood that weakening the heart muscles 
starvation, the chances fighting the infection 
are certainly badly impaired, and second this 
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impairment the heart, the rest the already 
less resistant tissues are not sufficiently nourished 
and toned up, account the impaired heart 
action 

further realize that the 
the tissues against the intruder consists 
ducing anti-bodies and that the final outcome lies 
the superiority inferiority these anti-bodies, 
will easily understood how badly jeopard- 
ize the chances the infected individual al- 
lowing him lose pounds tissue, and 
depriving him, that way, pounds 
tissue-generating anti-bodies! 

one hand, the loss anti-bodies; the 
other, the lower resisting power 
through and impaired blood 
supply the heart! Hence delirious 
the central nervous system, unable hold its own 
against the impact the infectious toxins! Hence 
inability the intestinal tissues cope with 
the ulcerations, producing healthy 
the results are hemorrhages and perforations! The 
same holds good for the skin and the sub-cutaneous 
tissues, which cannot resist pressure from the out- 
side account not being toned sufficiently, 
and they become the bed sores! 
The weakened condition the skin gives free 
access germs from the outside—furunculosis re- 
sults. 


The hypostatic and the edematose status the 
lungs, account the weakened condition 
the heart and tissues, predisposing invasion 
the infection, complicate matters with pneumonia, 
infiltration, etc. 

much about the theory the fever.” 
The other alternative feed the fever, and 
the question forced upon the practitioner ex- 
tremely important, inasmuch quantity con- 
cerned well quality. 

There still dominating doctrine prevalent 
that the food must such not irritate the 
ulcerations the infected intestines, and the least 
irritant food, claimed, milk. 

bar milk from the dietetic list altogether, and 
insist upon the following consideration: 

generally accepted that the average healthy 
workingman needs calories per pound 
body weight, keep equilibrium. The caloric 
value required fever patient least 
calories the pound body weight,—that means 
that individual weighing about 150 pounds has 
supplied with least 3000 calories. 

quart good milk estimated represent 
670 calories. keep such. individual 
equilibrium milk diet would require, accord- 
obvious say that the throwing quarts 
day into the circulation will not benefit the fever 
heart. More so, consider the large quantity 
albumen water and spring water given besides 
“flush the more work for this 
already badly taxed heart! 

But, claimed, milk will not form copious 
stools, consequently will not irritate the ulcers!! 

The immortal Banberger used preach his 
students, never attempt prescribe for any 
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patient unless kept mind the anatomico- 
pathological picture the morbid conditions. 
doing will aware that the ulcerated lesions 
are found the ileum and cecum, rarely higher 
the colon, and still rarer the lower part 
the jejunum. 


food, whatever consistency might 
originally have been, will reach the ileum 
chymified form, the question irritating the 
intestinal ulcers utterly irrelevant. far 
the influence the milk diet concerned regard 
the bowel movements, could never convince 
myself any favorable point this regime. 
the vast majority these cases there will from 
three five and more diarrheal stools, with curded 
milk particles left the evacuations. These milk 
particles, which must have been rolling over the 
ulcerated area and most likely have 
tated there, for short time least, are likely 
have been irritating nature, causing increased 
peristalsis, which proven the number and 
character the evacuations. 


The increased peristalsis ulcerated area 
will certainly not increase, but decrease the faculty 
healing and rather have tendency lead 
complications from these ulcers. slower the 
peristalsis, the less will the irritation this 
ulcerated area, with its sequels. 


the quality the milk well the 
quantity necessary supply the satisfactory amount 
calories, not favorable the metabolism 
typhoid, regime must adopted 
caloric value the food supplied far less 
quantity and quality that will not 
produce increased peristalsis. 


Let compare for this instance, the caloric 
value milk with other permissible food material: 


100 ccm. milk represents calories. 

100 ccm. cow’s butter represents 761 calories. 

100 ccm. bread—oatmeal, rice, tapioca, farina 
represents 330 350 calories. 

100 ccm. albumen represents 400 calories. 

100 ccm. cream represents 240 calories. 


Considering that normal individual will 
plentifully supplied with daily ratio 
grams albumen, and that the fever patient 
splitting albumen, our first consideration must 
supply sufficient albumen satisfy the 
normal daily demand, and make for the 
consumption due the fever. 

postulates feeding 100 120 grams al- 
bumen day. supplying 100 120 
following way: 

One quart ccm.—equal 670 
calories, which use vehicle only, represent 
grams albumen. 

200 250 grams oatmeal represent about 
grams albumen. 

Four six eggs, 100 grams meat (if 
choose use the latter), will give 
grams albumen. 

total—about 100 110 grams albumen, 
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not considering the small amounts albumen 
cream, butter, etc. 


Taking these figures essential base for the 
maintenance equilibrium body proteids, 
close possible, will easy construct our 
bill fare regard the caloric value, well 
its fitness regard proper quality and 
quantity. 

These postulates would outlined the fol- 
lowing general schedule, which open all 
kinds combinations and changes: 


Fever patient—150 pounds weight—requires 
caloric value calories. 

1000 ccm. milk (as vehicle) equal 610 
670 calories. 

250 ccm. carbohydrates—bread, oatmeal, rice, 
farina—equal 850 calories. 

100 150 butter—equal 760 1000 
calories. 

100 200 ccm. cream—equal 240 280 
calories. 

Eggs may substituted scraped meat and 
vegetables puree form. obvious say 
that this diet cannot enforced from the first 
day treatment, and that have feel our 
way gradually. furthermore just im- 
portant cater the taste the individual and 
avoid distaste giving variety.

Nearly every text-book, 
and sure the very best modern ones, will 
advise you use these cold baths from de- 
grees down degrees, with ice water poured 
over the back the neck, decrease the fever, 
brighten the delirious patient and induce him, 
means pouring ice water take deep respira- 

While the patient the cold baths, friction 
the limbs constantly executed overcome 
the contraction the peripheral blood vessels, 
through the chill the cold baths, and make 
the cold baths, this way, tolerable for the 
patient. 

means these cold baths, better nutrition 
the tissues claimed. These baths are given, 
according the height the temperature, 
tervals three six hours! 

danger collapse likely occur, every 
text-book warns you prepared for such 
event providing strong black coffee, champagne, 

might called medical revolutionist if, 
the face many authorities advocating these 
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cold baths, dare express myself, that con- 
sider these cold baths typhoid fever, crime 
against nature. realize that uttering such 
expression criticism adopted routine 
treatment, have offer very strong and con- 
vincing arguments justify statement and 
endeavor will show point point, the fallacy 
such treatment, and argue the merits the 
treatment which would suggest instead. 


The merits claimed the cold baths are 
follows: 


First, reduce the fever. this point 
want impress the reader that the fever not 
disease, but only symptom, and does not 
rise too high, very beneficial symptom stimu- 
lating the activity the leukocytes—as scavengers 
—and the tissues producers anti-bodies. 


the other hand have consider that 
the fever created toxins, and the height 
the fever must depend upon the virulence these 
toxins and their relationship the resisting power 
the tissues. the virulence these toxins 
great produce very high fever, with its 
detrimental influence the nervous system, then 
only feel justified interfering. The inter- 
ference should then directed against the cause 
and not against the symptom. ‘Therefore 
must use means eliminate the toxins 
lows: 

grees. After the baths the patient placed, with- 
out any effort dry him, blankets and sur- 
rounded hot bottles. this pack, rule, 
falls asleep and perspires freely. Through this 
procedure eliminates toxins through his body 
pores, and the temperature drops. 

before stated, delirium will present 


the very severest cases only, the patient 


poorly nourished. But that should the case, 
pouring ice water the back his neck and 
chest will still more effective warm, hot 
bath, and the shock the cold bath avoided. 
The pores have been opened and the 
spiration the pack, following the bath, has cer- 
tainly eliminated toxins. Such bath given 
once day. 

the baths should excite irritate the patient, 
for circumstantial. reasons should impos- 
sible, make use the following routine: 
patient rolled into hot sheet placed upon 
blankets and surrounded hot bottles, and hot 
drink—whisky, claret punch, hot lemonade, chamo- 
mile lindenblue—is given. This procedure 
once twice day sufficient and best used 
the temperature begins drop from the height 
the daily curve. the perspiration very 
profuse, might continue even after the blankets 
have been removed. refreshing sleep during 
this perspiration the rule. this procedure 
should too strenuous for the patient, and 
decrease the high fever alone sought, cold 
sponging every four six hours will answer the 
purpose, with drop temperature from one-half 
one and one-half degrees after the sponge. 

Second: The cold baths, contracting the 
peripheral blood vessels first and dilating them 
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subsequently the use friction, are supposed 
increase the circulation the skin and the 
tissues, increasing the tonus and preventing ulcera- 
tions (bed sores). stated before, the toning 
the tissues very much more sensibly secured 
taking care these tissues proper food 
general way. 


Third: prevent complications the lungs. 
mentioned before, the nutrition plays the biggest 
part, and existing stupor coma, the respira- 
tion should found too superficial, have 
shown that effective measures can resorted 
the warm hot baths. 

most important principle allopathy is: 
noceas! would duty investigate the 
danger the cold bath treatment. 


this connection, evident glance that 
the frequent manipulation patient, who 
threatened with hemorrhages perforations, 
account ulcerated morbid conditions 
intestines, will surely not decrease 
such event (Liebermeister recommends these 
baths hourly) !!! 

wish further call your attention the 
fact that putting your patient the cold bath 
you have induced contraction all the blood 
vessels the skin and doing you suddenly 
throw larger amount blood, with increased 
pressure, into the intestines, where the ulcers are 
situated, and the blood vessels near the base 
rhage may started this suddenly increased 
pressure. 

Furthermore, you throw for the time being quite 
overwork the heart—and this 
heart! You must realize that the difference be- 
tween the body heat your patient’s skin—with 
fever 104 105 degrees—and the tempera- 
degrees! wonder that your text- 
books will warn you beware the danger 
collapses. 

see collapses our practice under all 
kinds circumstances; collapses after surgical 
operations, hemorrhages, acute gastro 
tinal disorders, pure physic shocks, etc.; these are 
matters which, rule, are very easily restored 
the normal state, our routine stimulants, and 
will not. the subject unreasonable alarm. 
Quite different collapse brought upon 
heart that has been laboring under the 
strain this toxemia for days and weeks, and 
this strain has used quite amount 
stored reserve power. The collapse toxemic 
heart the most critical condition that might arise 
fever. 

have seen such collapses and after these 
cold baths, and although the heart responds 
stimulants for short while, the damage done was 
mostly irreparable, and the outcome was fatal. 

The statistics which are generally used prove 
the efficacy this Brand treatment the United 
States, well Europe, are the government’s 
army statistics.

which known kidney irritant! there 
are plenty means hurry evacuations without 
taking the chances mentioned above, calomel ought 
barred from use typhoid fever. 

reading over this paper, the thought entered 
mind that some esteemed readers might 
suspect that claiming original, the 
matter feeding regime typhoid fever. 

Nothing could further from 
than that. have been raised under. this regime 
the European clinics, and know that this 
regime has been adopted many the leading 
colleges our country, least, far the 
addition carbohydrates the milk diet con- 
cerned. But sure the starving regime still 
the majority. 

When started preach the preceding regime 
our city eighteen years ago, believe that 
stood quite alone. late years believe that all 
our leading clinicians have abandoned the pure 
milk diet and have added gruel and eggs the 
milk regime, but still see rule, certain 
hesitation, certain fear selecting food qual- 
ity well quantity, sure not see 
and far more liberal regime than 
the one was taught mother clinics, which 
would not have permitted the time, bread and 
butter, vegetables puree form meat (scraped 
beef, minced chicken, brains, sweetbreads, scraped 
young veal-steaks, Westphalia ham finely hacked), 
regime which steadily gaining ground these 
days European clinics.

X-RAY DOSAGE. 


HOWARD RUGGLES, D., Roentgenologist St.

simple, accurate method measuring dosage 
X-rays needed, not alone treatments (which 
should given only experts), but equally 
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much radiography and fluoroscopy, that the 
safe limits exposure may determined. 


The methods general use are clumsy and more 
less inaccurate, especially those which depend 
color changes tablets which are 
with standard tints. Different operators vary con- 
siderably their estimation the end points, and 
furthermore, not always convenient possible 
include one these meters every exposure 
any length. 


much simpler way getting depends 
upon the fact, especially emphasized Sewall 
Cabot Boston, that the quality and quantity 
radiant energy given off tube depends 
absolutely upon the quality and quantity elec- 
trical energy supplied it. have been using 
part this idea for some time the form 
milliamperemeters the tube circuit which tell 
the quantity current going into the tube. But 
the other factor equally important, viz.: the qual- 
ity the current the voltage the tube ter- 
minals. This the factor which measures the 
penetration the rays; tube high penetra- 
tion requiring high voltage force even small 
amounts current through it, and tube low 
penetration requiring comparatively low voltages 
the parallel spark gap. Table shows the relation 
between effective voltage and the spark gap 
inches usual interrupterless type appa- 
ratus. 


Another fact which seems have been pretty 
generally overlooked that the chemical 
ological action tube depends upon the whole 
amount energy going into it; not the milliam- 
perage alone, the voltage alone, but the product 
the two, wattage, just the amount light 
given out electric circuit house meas- 
ured not volts amperes alone, but watts. 
Such being the case, the old superstition that low 
tube more apt cause burns than high one 
untenable; high tube will burn just quickly 
low one you put the same amount en- 
ergy through it. The reason that this idea 
firmly rooted the minds most radiographers 
that the coils formerly used were unable 
deliver much energy high tube they 
did the lower ones. With more powerful trans- 
formers, such longer the case. 


For the benefit those who may doubt the 
preceding proposition the following experiment 
offered. Cover half 5x7 plate with lead 
and exposé the other half for seconds tube 
backing 7-inch spark while taking, for ex- 
ample, milliamperes current. Reverse the 
plate, covering the exposed end, and let the 
unexposed half receive double the current the 
first exposure for the same length time with 
tube which backs only 2%-inch spark while 
carrying the full amount the current. the 
target distance has been the same both cases, 
and the exposures accurately made, the resulting 
deposits the plate will 
proving that the chemical action has been the 
same.

The second gap—35,000 volts) re- 
ceived 350 watts for seconds. 

Each half has received the same amount en- 
ergy. 

The same thing has been 
logically: boy with extensive favus the 
scalp received one side his head exposure

volts for the same time; the resulting reactions 
and epilation were identical every way. 


Extensive measurements have shown that dose 
just sufficient produce erythema and epila- 
tion the average patient administered 2,400 
kilowatt minutes inches target distance;

will perhaps objected that the method re- 
quires too close observation the measuring in- 
struments and target distance. would seem 
advantage rather than objection; the 
more watch and record our current and spark 
gap values, and the less attention that paid 
the appearance the tube, the more exact 
our work will and the more uniform will 
our results. 

With the target more than inches from the 
patient’s skin the length exposure varies the 
square the distance, 12.2 inches allowing 50% 


exposure than inches, inches. al- 


lowing double the exposure inches, 
inches allowing four times the exposure 
inches. 

The figures the accompanying tables apply 
the current from the usual type interrupter- 
less apparatus delivering rectified alternating cur- 
rent.

Still, the only thing that 
between vital statistics, guess, and vital 
does not admit dispute and eminently scientific, 
for proves the cause death.

THE MEDICAL SITUATION THE 
NEW WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 
ACT.* 

ROLLIN FRENCH, M.D., Los Angeles. 

The new Workmen’s Compensation law, which 
went into effect January 1914, broad meas- 
ure, relating compensation insurance 
dent commission composed three mem- 
bers, administer its compensation features, 
maintain mutual insurance fund for the state, 
and regulate provisions relative safety. 

All classes employment come under this act, 
excepting farm labor and domestic service, which 
are present protected common law liability, 
but may elect come under the Boynton act. 

Compensation payable for every injury caused 
accident arising out and course employ- 
ment, unless due intoxication wilful miscon- 
duct, and payable generally 65% basis, after 
the first two weeks, with fixed maximum and 
minimum limitation and for varying period 
time, depending upon the nature disability. 

addition the above stated compensation for 
the injured employees, the employer must furnish 
and pay for reasonable medical, surgical and hos-

from date accident. 


this feature the law that interest 
the doctor. You can readily see that the acci- 
dent cases have been taken out the hands the 
lawyers and put into the hands the 
doctors, determine how much shall paid the 
injured man, because now the doctor who vir- 
tually signs the checks the insurance companies’ 
treasurers when signs the applications for com- 


pensation for the injured, result acci- 
dent. 


Are going to, have earned the name 
that has been applied the lawyer, 

has been said that depends which side 
the fence are on, what see. going 
try and draw the picture each side the 
fence that may view our own back yard 
well that our neighbor. 

First, going draw the picture the 
doctors see the situation, relative the ridiculous 
fee bill which the insurance companies have asked 
sign. might here say that should feel 
proud the members our Society, because 
far known, but very few have gone record 
admitting that their medical and surgical services 
are worth but cents. 

The Casualty Underwriters’ Association, which 
composed nearly all the leading casualty 
insurance companies doing business California, 
with the Adjusters’ Association, met San Fran- 
cisco December, and formulated the ridiculous 
fee schedule that was published the Bulletin 
the Los Angeles County Medical Association under 
date December 23, 1913. 

virtue their policies issued protect the 
employers, the insurance companies are obligated 
pay full medical aid, from the date accident, 
well lost time after two weeks. 

The board insurance companies and the state will 
not tolerate other insurance companies cutting their 
rates, yet they turn around and cut the rates 
their surgical services order promise their 
policy holders return dividend. 

opinion that before the state anyone 
else should attempt regulate the fees for services 
rendered, they should take into consideration the 
usual fee that has been paid, consult with rep- 
resentative body people with whom they wish 
but that reasonable concession should made be- 
cause the fact that collections would 100% 
cash, but not think just, that the physicians 
asked give all their profits for the benefit 
the policy holders. 

the members this Society are going tol- 
erate such ridiculously low fee schedule 
time, had better get into some other line 
business. Needing the work excuse, because 
tolerate this cut this time, will not 
long before others may expected. The insurance 
companies should not considered charity pa- 
tients; they are going make more money 
year than ever before, because they have increased 
their rates many times. consider that they will 
not have nearly much pay the way claims 
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for accidents, etc., the proper medical attention 
given responsible physicians, they have 
had heretofore under the old liability law, yet 
hear them talk, you would think they were all 
getting ready into the hands receiver. 


must take our stand now, never. 
must “hang else will “hang sep- 
arately.” Talk your professional friends and 
have them turn talk their friends. the 
insurance companies cannot get you sign their 
fee schedule, they will have pay you reasonable 
fee for your services. They are going about se- 
curing signatures schedule clever man- 
ner: they come you and ask you sign their 
schedule with the understanding that you are going 
get all their work; they will your 
friend with the same story. signs also, but 
when you come read the agreement, you will see 
that the contract one-sided; you agree treat 
accordance with their schedule, but they not 
agree anything. They will use our names get 


others sign and on, until they have where 
they want us. 


Use any reasonable means you wish get busi- 
ness, but not sign one-sided, stipulated, definite 
cut prices with hopes making an- 
other way, aside from stuffing your bills treat- 
ment, which would nothing short stealing. 
not make agreement that you know you 


cannot honestly live and make reasonable 
profit. 


The insurance companies have added their 
premiums amount that adequate care for 
reasonable medical they can get 
work for nothing, course they will that much 


ahead. 


Now let see what our neighbor’s back yard 
looks like, why the insurance companies 
asked accept this ridiculous fee schedule. 
Members the medical profession have forced the 
insurance companies have some definite schedule 
upon which they may base the adjustment pro- 
fessional bills. Not long ago, read 
that was entitled, “Insurance Companies Squeeze 
the Doctor Again.” Did you ever stop think 
that some doctors have squeezed the insurance 
companies many times more than the doctor has 
ever been 


You would surprised told you the many 
times that the insurance companies 
squeezed our local physicians. They have had 
stuffed bills, and they have had unreasonable ones, 
yet most cases they have taken their pill and 
said nothing. give example this: 


Not long ago, one our local physicians at- 
tended few accident cases over period six 
eight weeks; two three the cases were 
operative, the remainder were only minor. bill 
for something like $1700 was rendered. 
satisfied that had the cases come individuals, 
the physicians would have been well satisfied with 
$500 cash. 

Another case was brought notice. 
girl cut her finger slightly, with bread knife; 
infection, but the doctor dressed the wound 
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fifteen times; knew the insurance company 
was pay the bill. 

The following another marked example: 
professional malingerer came not long ago 
patient. came with tear his shirt, 
dusty coat, etc. Had “just fallen off street-car 
and broken two ribs.” gave beautiful 
story, and very good symptoms, too. examined 
him carefully, could not locate the broken ribs, but 
did not say anything the time. The third day 
surance company for $400, the amount that was 
paid for two more broken ribs. told him 
would not sign for two broken ribs because did 
not think had any. left great anger; 
would sue me, the street-car company, and the in- 
surance company. came back the following 
day with certificates from five different doctors, 
stating that had anywhere from two four 
broken ribs. told him did not care had 
fifty certificates, would not sign unless would 
have X-ray picture taken. settled with 
the insurance company for $14, instead $400, 
because said was afraid the X-ray. 

not question that many doctors Los 
Angeles have signed applications for money the 
insurance companies that they (the doctors) them- 
selves felt were unjust, yet they felt they had 
lose patient fee. Should that not 
called legalized hold-up? 

Doctors, rule, are rated class the 
layman; therefore, those that will stoop the 
aforesaid irregularities give black eye the whole 
profession. Why can not have active “griev- 
ance committee” that would chastise the man that 
renders the unreasonable high bill well the 
one that agrees work for thirty cents and grafts 
the rest? think that the Los Angeles County 
Medical Association would handle irregularities 
all kinds, the Los Angeles County Bar As- 
sociations, that higher standard would soon 
maintained. Much credit due our Secretary for 
the hard work has done bring our Society 
its present standing and efficiency. 

has been said, “In Union There Strength,” 
and opinion that would combine our 
activities and influence, and manifest mutual in- 
terest the protection others, well the 
upbuilding our present Society, would soon 
put our Association business basis that would 
great factor for the betterment and strength 
our profession the future. 


SOME PRINCIPLES GOVERNING THE 
INDICATIONS FOR CAESAREAN SEC- 
TION.* 

ALFRED BAKER SPALDING, D., San Francisco. 
Good results can obtained abnormal ob- 

stetrics sufficient attention given the patient 

during pregnancy, and the patient confined 

competent physician hospital devoted ex- 

clusively obstetrics. Well conducted maternity 

hospitals are able maintain maternal mortality 
fraction one per cent., fetal mortality

less than five per cent. and general morbidity 
rate under fifteen per cent. This is-an important 
point consider discussing the indications for 
such valuable operative procedure Caesarean 
section because the relative values all obstetrical 
operations are based upon experience obtained 
such perfected institutions. 

unfortunate but true that the great ma- 
jority women must confined midwives 
very busy general practitioners for very small 
fees, small that does not pay the general 
practitioner train especially for obstetrics 
give unusual care the individual patient. How- 
ever, many women deliver themselves safely, the 
attendant learns interfere little 
with his normal confinements the time labor. 


When labor protracted, convulsions occur, 
the cord prolapsed, serious hemorrhage 
starts, then the attendant danger making 
bad matter worse efforts accomplish rapid 
delivery. does not, rule, treat his ob- 
stetrical patients with the same consideration that 
gives his other surgical patients. at- 
tempts perform operations which are well known 
entail risk both mother and baby, amidst the 
worst possible surroundings, with meager equip- 
ment and with insufficient assistants. One thing 
only impels him send his patient hospital 
and place her the care better trained 
accoucheur and that the absolute impossibility 
for him drag physical force the child from 
the maternal passages. 


Besides the obstetrician and the general practi- 
tioner, there third attendant who attends 
considerable number confinements, although 
rarely speaks his attentions. This the 
surgeon practitioner. With this type attend- 
ant, the patient usually saved unnecessary ex- 
amination injury from forceps for the attendant 
does not claim either unusual diagnostic acumen 
obstetrical When emergencies arise, de- 
manding interference, often plays his one trump 
card—Caesarean section. 

discuss the indications for Caesarean section, 
necessary consider not only the pathological 
condition present and compare the relative values 
Caesarean section with other time-honored opera- 
tions, but one must take into consideration the type 
attendant who called upon meet the situa- 
tion. Judgment needed determine not only 
when the operation indicated, but also condi- 
tions justify it. operative crust should not 
overflow the diagnostic pan. 

For instance, the case moderate contraction 
the pelvic outlet, either the bi-ischial diameter 
the posterior sagittal diameter, with the child 
presenting the breech, the general practitioner 
may forced craniotomy the after- 
coming head because fails the opportune time 
diagnose the condition; the surgeon may 
needless Caesarean section while 
might meet the condition placing prophylactically 
pubiotomy saw. 

easy quote list indications for the 
operation Caesarean section. One reads the 
relative and absolute indications cases pelvic 
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contraction, eclampsia, placenta previa, prolapsed 
cord, breech presentation, tumor formation, heart 
and kidney disease, Boston disease, and previous 
Caesarean section. own experience not 
enough permit express myself with 
assurance upon the relative values this list 
indications; nevertheless, will probably prove 
more interesting base inferences upon this 
meager though is, than quote 
literature you have probably already read. 


reviewing records preparation for this 
paper, find that have operated myself have 
assisted others with this operation twenty-five in- 
stances. every case there existed grave danger 
for the mother child which was met successfully, 
far all the mothers were concerned, the 
Caesarean operation, and yet instances, 
convinced delivery could have been accomplished 


other procedures. discuss the indications, 


these cases will placed groups according 
the frequency occurrence. 


Most frequent are the patients with pelvic dis- 
proportion. routine examination private and 
hospital patients, have met with contracted 
pelvis, over series seven hundred confinements 
little less than 10%, but have seen this 
series only two patients with true conjugate 
cm. less. With one these Caesarean 
section was most satisfactory, while with the sec- 
ond attempt premature labor was fatal for 
the child and caused severe laceration the 
mother. two consultations, this serious degree 
contraction was met with twice. one case, 
the Caesarean operation gave perfect results; the 
second case, the condition was overlooked until the 
patient was most serious state result 
several hours anesthesia and protracted attempts 
high forceps delivery. most difficult craniotomy 
and extraction resulted complete laceration 
the perineum. 


Ten Caesarean sections were performed for mod- 
erate degrees pelvic contraction. four cases 
the operation was performed with perfect results 
both mother and baby after severe test labor 
had failed cause the head engage. have 
always made rule have patients with 
erate degrees pelvic contraction undergo good 
test labor unless some other condition besides 
the pelvic contraction existed indicate opera- 
tion. With one patient the above group, after 
two days ineffectual labor the presentation 
changed spontaneously from vertex breech and 
the Caesarean section followed. sub- 
sequently delivered herself spontaneously 
living child. Patients delivered with forceps 
version after test labor have not given satis- 
factory results. convinced that uncompli- 
cated patients with moderate degrees pelvic con- 
traction should undergo test labor, they 
can protected against infection during the test, 
far the larger number will deliver the head 
into the cavity the pelvis. But when the test 
fails, believe resort should had Caesarean 
section the patient competent hands, 
resort craniotomy should had the patient 
the hands inexperienced operator. 


The six cases doubt which test 
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labor was carried out were complicated follows: 
One patient gave history previous loss child 
high forceps; two patients had had previous 
Caesarean section; one patient was old primi- 
para with ankylosed hip; one patient was old 
primipara with outlet contraction; one patient 
was rachitic, debilitated dwarf with chronic 
nephritis. All the mothers the above series re- 
covered but the baby the rachitic dwarf died 
shortly after the operation. 


There were four Caesarean sections because 
pelvic tumor. One was simple parovarian cyst 
that, had accurate diagnosis 
could have been left alone rupture, probably 
without danger the patient. One 
fibroid the uterus patient who had lost one 
child because the tumor and who requested 
Caesarean term with myomectomy and resection 
the fallopian tubes. was for fibroid with 
history section and one was 
for massive hematoma which developed suddenly 
during the course normal labor. The opera- 
tion was successful for all these mothers and their 
babies. The last patient subsequently gave birth 
spontaneously live child, but suffered later 
third confinement with spontaneous rupture 
the uterus. needless state that all patients 
who have once had Caesarean section require 
most careful watching subsequent labor and not 
infrequently need second Caesarean section for 
other reason except that the uterus weakened 
with scar tissue. 


Three patients have been operated because 
placenta previa. All were primipara and all were 
saved their babies without serious injury them- 
selves. experience with placenta previa, 
have never lost mother but have not saved one- 
half the viable infants resort version, for 
which reason favor recommending 
Caesarean section suitable cases placenta 
previa. Two patients with broken compensation 
from serious endocarditis and one patient with 
great edema legs, vulva and abdomen were 
operated. The mothers all survived and the two 
viable children were saved. One baby died 
immaturity the operation was performed for 
broken compensation the sixth month. 


the remaining three cases, one was operated 
interne during absence, for eclampsia. 
toxemia resulting from several weeks peraicious 
vomiting because the need for rapid delivery, 
and because the attendant was expert abdominal 
surgeon with ‘insufficient confidence vaginal 
operation. One Caesarean was performed for the 
sole indication that previous Caesarean had been 
done and labor was becoming protracted. 
indication for the previous Caesarean could 
ascertained. these three patients, all recov- 
ered and one baby was delivered alive and well. 
The other two babies, one from the eclampsia pa- 
tient and one from the pernicious vomiting, were 


both born dead. 


This completes experience with Caesarean 
section. list indications quite varied and 
the results have been satisfactory. obstructed 
labor, the judging indications not very dif-

ficult but necessarily requires great patience. 
serious hemorrhage from placenta previa acci- 
dental hemorrhage, rapid judgment needed and 
much depends upon the operator. One must not 
place too great risk upon the mother without first 
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considering the excellent record Brax- 
ton version. 

requires careful judgment, which 
obtained only treating many patients, decide 
individual cases placenta previa just the best 
method procedure that will give the 
sults mother and child. There doubt, 
however, that some varieties placenta previa, 
good operators can obtain their best results 
recourse Caesarean section. 

general, mechanical conditions which endanger 
the life the child, well 
conditions which weaken the uterine muscle 
strain the maternal heart, offer indications that 
one must consider thinking Caesarean section. 
long infection does not complicate the con- 
dition, Caesarean section most valuable opera- 
tion but the presence infection doubt- 
ful cases where the danger subsequent infection 
probability, Caesarean section has only 
limited field. conditions such 
pernicious vomiting and nephritis usually influence 
the child badly and the lowered resistance 
the patient often precedes infection that these 
conditions can only rarely considered indicate 
Caesarean section. 

There doubt that the sphere indications 
for Caesarean section growing and there con- 
siderable danger that the pendulum will swing too 
far toward the operative side. should not 
forgotten that even good hands the operation 
carries with maternal mortality the neigh- 
borhood five per cent., ten times the maternal 
mortality obtained confinements generally. 


HYGIENIC SHOEING—ANATOMICAL 
FACTS VS. CONVENTION 
AND STYLE.* 
CRANE, D., San Francisco. 
The evidence ‘submitted consists, the 
main, four facts: 


(1). the examination the feet one 
thousand adult Puerto Ricans, who had never worn 
shoes, virtually not one presented evidence foot- 
illness deformity. 


the examination the feet one thou- 
sand individuals, who have worn shoes for con- 
siderable period time, and whom the feet are 
not troublesome—that is, are symptomless—it 
rare find foot that normal condition. 


(3). very large percentage shoe-wearing 
people present evidence foot trouble which 
promptly relieved shoeing accordance with 
anatomical facts. 

(4). After canvass practically all the 
local shoe stores, the hygienic shoe found 
conspicuously infrequent. 


virtue these observations, all sur- 
prising remarkable note the amount foot- 
called endemic! ‘The claim that every foot-ill 
due faulty shoeing not made. The claim that 
every foot which unanatomically shod gives rise 
subjective objective evidence abuse not

made, but explained the fact that the human 
body, whole, equipped rather extravagantly 
with power that tolerates abuse, and the dis- 


tribution such power the feet were not 
slighted. 


The claim that many foot-ills may cured 
proper shoeing made. ‘The claim that many 
foot-ills, not curable proper shoeing, might have 
been entirely prevented proper shoeing 
proper time, made. short, these claims can 
substantiated, then vast number foot-ills 
come into the realm preventable diseases and 
should, therefore, properly dealt with such. 


Realizing the predicament, naturally inquire 
for information that will aid placing the 
blame where belongs: finding out who 
responsible, that repetition of, continua- 
tion of, the error may be, possible, prevented. 

Where does such blame belong? Whose the 
responsibility? What excuses are offered the 
victims and them who victimize? 

When the situation analyzed seems evident 
that the responsibility for the prevailing conditions 
one that participated three parties, 
namely: the shoe manufacturers, the shoe-wearing 
public, and the medical profession. 

The excuses the three parties alluded carry 
about the same weight, lack weight, 
usual with excuses, and serve excuse about 
the same degree that excuses usually serve ex- 

The manufacturers meet you rather openly upon 
their platform—which is, the way, monetary 
platform—and frankly tell you that they are not 
students anatomy; that they are not dictators 
fashion; that they are not advocates reform. 
They tell you that they are business men who in- 
tend make only such shoes the public will 
buy. Their point view practicable and busi- 
ness like; what more can expected from the 
business man? Their attitude offers one important 
item help solving the problem, and this item 
should not lost sight of, namely: they intend 
produce and offer for sale only such shoes the 
public will buy! 

Now let consider the public and their excuses. 
They attack hygienic shoe from the artistic stand- 
point, backed considerable amount un- 
acknowledgable pride and well-nigh morbid de- 
sire for style. they have not inquired into 
the rationale the hygienic shoe obvious; 
they have taken little interest prophylactic 
shoeing evident. acquaint them with the fact 
that their shoes not fit their feet, hardly makes 
them curious enough satisfy themselves upon 
the point. assure them that that which, their 
minds, constitutes beauty unhygienic shoe is, 
least, anatomically untenable, arouses little more 
reaction than questioning look shrug the 
shoulders. 

insist that style is, best (or, may say, 
worst) only mental caprice, subtle whim, 
passing fancy, and that accepted, was 
offered, without any particular consideration 
the efficiency the worthlessness the abusiveness 
the thing declared stylish; even this pre- 
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cipitates mental disturbance and aids the argu- 
ment favor hygienic shoes too little waf- 
rant the public accepting them. But point out 
the public that the stylish shoe the agent 
which responsible for many their foot-ills, 
and immediately they are aroused; they are inter- 
ested any measure which promises relief; they 
are open argument; they will accept proof, and 
the proof not difficult establish. 


Thus the public’s excuses are seen not un- 
usual, not remarkable. Stylishly they are correct; 
artistically they are incorrect and anatomically they 
are impossible! But the public deliberately and 
wilfully doing those things which will unquestion- 
ably produce physical mishap? idea ridicu- 
lous. They are merely following the line least 
resistance that they are accepting what the style- 
makers prescribe; and appears that have 
another item which great importance solv- 
ing the complex problem, and perfectly obvi- 
ous: the public needs instruction what con- 
stitutes hygienic shoeing. sufficient instruction 
given the public, demand will made upon 
the manufacturers, and the public insists upon 
hygienic shoes the manufacturers will supply them. 


Now the excuses the medical profession. 
have none! But having excuses does not 
excuse them nor does release them from entire 
responsibility the conditions which exist. The 
position the medical profession this matter has 
been more less neutral; their attitude disinter- 
ested unless, perchance, some member 
been the victim ills produced unhygienic 
shoeing. 

After such experience not much time has 
been lost convince and convert 
him. Henceforth least his privilege (and 
perhaps his duty) see equally 
unfortunate, may profit his experience and 
relieved or, better still, prevented from under- 
going such unnecessary suffering. such 
experience evolved the third item help 
the solving the difficult problem: the medical 
profession must depended upon spread the 
knowledge concerning hygienic shoeing such 
manner that the painful consequences incident 
unhygienic shoeing shall not allowed occur. 

Not long since were astonished the re- 
sults the crusade against yellow fever. The 
end view was not much the cure the dis- 
ease the elimination the disease. More re- 
cently very has been progress 
against tuberculosis, and here again the attempt has 
been made not only cure those already afflicted 
with the disease, but also, and the more happily, 
exterminate this disease which has been aptly 
denominated “The White Plague.” The results 
obtained and obtaining those instances are not 
only magnificent tributes great measure, 
least, the medical profession, but also are they 
most worthy efforts because their economic value 
and the preventing suffering and the postponing 
death. 

Why not apply some prophylactic measures 
against preventable ills brought about 
unhygienic shoeing? sure, yellow fever, 
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tuberculosis, and foot-strain are not equally seri- 
ous and, therefore, not equally important, inasmuch 
the latter rarely, ever, fatal; but the re- 
sults faulty shoeing represent very real condi- 
tion preventable waste, needless suffering, 
and unnecessary dissipation that most pre- 
cious asset all, human energy! 

The obstacles the way hygienic shoeing 
have been mentioned and they should not diffi- 
cult overcome, provided that the campaign 
begun the right way and started from the right 
quarter. 

The manufacturers must demand made 
upon them for hygienic shoes. This demand must 
come from the public, and the public, order 
that they may able create the demand, must 
instructed along the line hygienic shoeing, 
and such instruction must come from the medical 
profession; not much from the specialist the 
men general practice; not much from those 
who are engaged the relief such suffering, 
from you who have your power pre- 
vent such suffering. 

Undoubtedly the greatest good can rendered 
the greatest number people the watchful- 
ness and oversight the family physician who 
has much with the public large, 
the one who frequently consulted, first 
all, just such instances. His opinion valued 
highly; his judgment relied upon; his position 
unique that his decision final. ad- 
vocates hygienic shoeing shall have hygienic 
shoeing, and this far distant time. 

hygienic shoe. 

The ideal shoe must have two qualifications. 
First, must allow free foot function; second, 
must promote strength the foot when use. 

Ideal shoeing can obtained only with the 
introduction and continued use moccasins. 
Whether not the public will ever see fit 
adopt moccasins for universal use question, 
but present such adoption hardly probable 
enough warrant serious consideration. 

evident, then, that must accept 
ideal substitute, and the question arises, How shall 
patterned? And the answer is, Patterned 
fit normal foot. To-day there are, the 
market, plenty shoes for infants and children 
which are more less desirable, that they are 
roomy, broad-toed, fairly good fit and quite 
comfortable. 

Such shoes are lacking those details, the pres- 
ence which would stamp them being hygienic. 
Such shoes are easily obtained the market; 
fact, rather more easy obtain such shoes 
than otherwise, and so, the chances, the infant 
will begin his shoewearing career with 
shoes which, although not ideal, are not abom- 
inable.

Dr. Cowan pointed out that this lack lymph 
gland involvement was not uncommon and should 
not weigh heavily the diagnosis. pointed 
out the cords the seat origin the majority 
carcinomatous cases. 


Dr. Redmond Payne:

reliable, the present market supply was found 
satisfactory. The products examined were Fair- 
child Culture Bacillus Bulgaricus, Lactic Bacil- 
lary Tablets. Fairchild, Lactampoules, Fairchild, 
Bacillary Milk, Fairchild, Bulgaria Tablets, 
Co., Massolin, Schieffelin. (Jour. A., Dec.

Several electrical machines are the market 
which have for their purpose the conversion the 
ordinary oxygen the air into ozone. These 
machines are put out companies which claim 
for ozone breathed air health giving and bac- 
tericidal powers. Experiments being carried 
the State Hygienic Laboratory show that the 
products one the best known these 
machines will kill guinea-pigs before 
destroy bacteria. Therefore, the machine worth- 
less far its sterilizing effect breathable 
air concerned. The principal physiological effect 
normal human beings undesirable irrita- 
tion the respiratory tract. This leaves the 
machine only one purpose the public places 
which they are being installed, and that the 
concealment unpleasant odors. the machines 
interfere with the public’s power notice the con- 
dition the air which they are breathing, such 
equipment abets the evasion furnishing proper 
ventilation. The presence ozone machine 
public place, therefore, shows that there 
something concealed about the air furnished. 
The ozone machine, when intended for alteration 
air the presence human beings, has 
legitimate claim hygienic device, but 
rather cover for those who wish evade the 
laws hygiene.
